Our house was on Marsh creek 
about a mile above the covered 
bridge, and so was within the Con­ 
federate lines. Mother had scarcely 
gotten her sick child to bed at 
grandfather's when the Confederate 
soldiers came and declared that 
they must search the house. G rand­ 
father told them of the sick child 
and they were very quiet and cour­ 
teous in her room. But below stairs 
they demanded food, and looking 
through the window at the long row 
of beehives, they suggested that 
honey be served. Grandfather said 
there was no honey in the house 
(which of course they did not be­ 
lieve) so they threatened thai if it 
was not forthcoming, they would 
take it from the bees. Grandfather 
was old and feeble, but had lost 
none of his sense of humor — he 
said that doubtless the bees had 
gathered a goodly store, and the 
gentlemen were welcome to all they 
cared to take.

U. S. Air Observer 
Is Killed in Sudan 


Washington, April 22 (AP)—Col­ 
onel Gerald Brower, a United States 
military air observer, has been killed 
in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, the 
War department said today, “in an 
airplane accident,” 
Colonel Brower, attached as an 
observer to the Royal Air Force in 
the middle east, is the first casualty 
among American military observers 
assigned to the European war zones. 
(Although 
Colonel Brower 
was 
the first observer killed while at­ 
tached to foreign fighting forces, 
Captain Robert M. Losey, assistant 
military air attache in the Scandi­ 
navian countries, was killed in Nor­ 
way on April 21, 1940, during a Ger­ 
man air attack.)

that Colonel Brower was killed on 
Sunday at El Obeid, 250 miles south­ 
west of Khartoum.

operators of the nation’s soft coal 
industry on notice today to reopen 
the mines “immediately" because 
the public interest demands it and 
the public interest is paramount.” 
The Chief Exectuive pointed out 
that coal supplies are dwindling for 
vital defense industries, and said 
that it is “imperative” there be no 
shortage of fuel to keep defense 
production, rolling. 
Mr. Roosevelt issued his personal 
summons for a reopening of the idle 
mines in a statement last night. 
The White House call brought no 
immediate reaction from officials of 
the miners union or representatives 
of mine operators. 
However, gov­ 
ernment officials here indicated a 
definite confidence that the Presi­ 
dent’s action would produce rapid 
developments in the protracted coal 
wage controversy. 
Urges Both Sides 
The presidential statement, di­ 
rected to the Appalachian coal pro­ 
ducers and the C.I.O.’s United Mine 
Workers, urged both parties to “put 
the interest of their fellow country­ 
men above any other interest and 
immediately begin making arrange­ 
ments looking toward the reopen­ 
ing of the mines." 
Mr. Roosevelt, aware 
that 
the 
union had agreed on a new two year 
wage agreement with the Northern 
Appalachian producers but not the 
southern operators, suggested two 
lines of action: 
1) The miners and operators 
already in 
agreement 
resume 
coal production under the terms 
of th at agreement. 
2) The operators and miners 
who have not yet reached an 
agreement, enter into wage ne­ 
gotiations and at the same time 
| 
reopen the mines, the agree­ 
ment ultimately reached to be 
made retroactive to the date of 
resuming work. 


President’s Second Appeal 
It was the second government ap­ 
peal for the reopening of the mines 
since their closing, April I. Secre­ 
tary Perkins addressed a request to 
the northern producers and the un­ 
ion last Saturday to resume coal 
production in the mines which pro­ 
duce about 68 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s soft coal tonnage and employ 
approximately 2500,000 workers. 
In laying down the two points for 
the resumption of coal production, 
the President said: 
“This will bring about prompt re­ 
turn of a steady and needed supply 
of coal in the interest of national 
safety.” 
The President’s statement was is­ 
sued after labor department of­ 
ficials spent most of yesterday try­ 
ing without success to find a formula 
for reopening the mines. 
It came several hours after the 
northern operators and the union 
announced in New York that they 
had initialed a new agreement call­ 
ing for a $7-a-day scale In the 
northern districts, a boost of $1 over 
the old rate.

men alike—will have to pay two or 
three times their present income 
tax, informed sources predicted to­ 
day, if congress adopts the treasury 
program for raising $3,500,000,000 in 
new federal revenue. 
The program, authoritative re­ 
ports said, carried 
the 
following 
major provisions: 
Individual incomes—an increase 
of the present 4.4 per cent basic 
tax rate to 6.6 per cent. Also elimi­ 
nation of the existing IO per cent 
earned 
income 
credit 
deduction. 
Personal exemption rates would re­ 
main unchanged. 
Income surtaxes—steep Increases. 
Whereas surtaxes are now imposed 
on taxable Incomes in excess of $4,- 
000, they would begin with those 
over $2,000. 
Present surtaxes range 
from 4 to 75 per cent and are levied 
in addition to the basis 4.4 per cent 
‘normal" rate. 
Corporate 
incomes—an 
increase 
from the present 24 per cent to 30 
per cent. 
Travel—A tax of about IO per 
cent on railroad, plane, bus and 
other transportation tickets.

An advance in the basic income

Liquor Bill 


Prohibition Agitation 
in Canada Despite 
Revenue Loss 


An increasing agitation for war­ 
time prohibition of alcoholic liquor 
in Canada is noted a t Ottawa. The 
government hears more and more 
of petitions, delegations and letters 
to ministers and members of Parlia­ 
ment in this sense. 
And it seems 
th at the government, remembering 
something of the history and tradi­ 
tion of prohibition agitations, is 
slightly disturbed in its mind and 
rather wishes it knew what to do. 
It is safe to assume th at a pretty 
hard-boiled attitude will character­ 
ize the decisions taken, if any. The 
ideologies of prohibition are too 
recent and unhappy in memory for 
any responsible statesm an to assume 
that they provide the basis for prac­ 
tical or profitable politics In a na­ 
tion at war. 
But the economics of 
the thing, are, so to say, another 
vintage altogether. 
The factors in this problem begin 
with the statement th at the current 
liquor bill of the nation stands at 
$130,000,000. 
The Dominion takes 
about $40,000,000 for revenue, the 
provinces take a similar amount and 
the rest is left for the trade. 
Prohibition would take this rev­ 
enue from the Dominion, and inci­ 
dentally there would be a tremend­ 
ous lot of politics about its taking 
the other revenue from the prov­ 
inces. 
On the other hand, if the 
money now spent on liquor could be 
diverted to war investment by the 
liquor consumers, the nation might, 
on balance, profit by it in the econ­ 
omy of the war.—Vancouver (B. C.) 
Daily Province.

eluded to eat unsweetened. Having 
eaten they went to the barn and 
took m other’s horse. 
All the other horses had been 
sent across the Susquehanna, only 
this one was left for the sake of the 
sick child. G randfather pled th a t it 
be spared, but not until m other 
added her tears did the soldiers 
show signs of yielding. 
One m an 
said, “Lady, I would let you keep 
your horse if I had any authority.” 
Then the petty officer in command 
said, “Pull th at bridle off and let 
her have her horse; I can’t stand 
women crying.” 
So the horse was 
saved. 
In this day of telephones and 
motor cars, it is hard to realize how 
vital to the family life were the 
horses. 
During Stuart’s Raid 
At another time Jeb S tu art made 
a foray into southern Pennsylvania 
to 
gather 
horses; 
but 
news 
of 
S tu a rt’s raid had reached the farm ­ 
ers and most of the horses had been 
sent away. Ours were all gone save 
one fidgety, nervous little mare, with 
her first colt too young to walk. 
Mother was again at grandfather’s 
with this mare and colt. In grand­ 
father's big red barn there was one 
stable with box stalls. G randfather 
put the m are and her colt in the last 
stall, closed all the stall doors, then 
closed all the stable doors; all lights 
were put out and the family went 
to bed. 
About m idnight there was a great 
tram pling of horses and rattling of 
accoutrem ents outside. 
And when 
it grew light enough to see, grand­ 
father noted th a t every bam door 
stood open. 
But further investiga­ 
tion showed th at every box stall door 
was open save the last one. 
The 
m are and her colt had made no 
sound, and the soldiers had con­ 
cluded th a t the barn was empty. 
Stragglers Demanding Food 
But to return to battle. 
Mother 
and the children had gone only a 
little while when stragglers began 
coming to the house demanding 
food. 
F ather served everything he 
could find, milk and bread and what 
other foods were In the larder; and 
it was not until late in the day that 
he realized he had kept nothing 
back for himself, 
So he went beg­ 
ging for food to grandm other Scott’s. 
So far as I can discover, grand­ 
m other was in the big stone house 
alone; grandfather was not living, 
and the two sons were in the Army. 
F ath er’s two brothers were also in 
the service, but father was past the 
draft age. 
Towards evening of July 2nd, a 
Confederate officer rode to the door 
and told father th a t the buildings 
would be required for hospital use. 
It being July, the big bam was 
almost em pty and that was pre­ 
ferred rather than the house. 
All 
night long the wounded were car­ 
ried in on stretchers. 
It was fully 
two miles from the wheat field, 
where they had fallen and they 
were carried through pouring rain. 
Listing The Wounded 
Father was a methodical person; 
as soon is it was light enough to 
see he went out with a note book, 
and took the names and addresses 
of all who were alive. 
Many had 
died before morning. Of these their 
pockets were turned wrong side out, 
and in most cases it was impossible 
to tell to which army they had be­ 
longed, for the Confederates were 
.scarce of clothing, and were very of­ 
ten in Federal blue. Union wounded 
within the Confederate lines were 
brought in, too. The Union wounded 
were laid down in the orchard, and 
Father found many of them lying 
in pools of water. Later, tents were 
put over these men, and on the 
whole, they recovered better than 
those housed in the barn. 
Adams county barns were built 
with a ram p at the back leading to 
the big threshing floor above the 
stables. 
This floor has two great 
doors th at can be opened to allow 
loaded wagons to drive in. 
There 
is always a small door in one of the 
large ones for everyday use. 
This 
small door was taken from its hinges 
and laid on trestles for an operating 
table. 
“No More Chloroform’’ 
Father had %o means of knowing 
how the battle was going until an 
order came to "use no more chloro­ 
form on Union soldiers.’’ 
He sus- 
)>ected then th at all was not well 
with the Confederates. 
Soon alter 
this a m an came running to the 
house demanding something red to 
use as a flag—the Confederates were 
retreating and were being shelled. 
O ur orchard was full of tents, there 
m ist be a flag to show it was a 
hospital. 
F ather was not a handy 
m an about the house. 
He opened 
a drawer and handed out the first 
thing he touched. It was white, not 
red, but the haste was great. 
In a 
few minutes this white thing was 
floating from the lightning rod of 
th e barn. When Mother came back 
from G randfather’s, this was the 
first spot th a t caught her eye—a 
pair of her nether garm ents gleam­ 
ing high against the blue! And those j moved to the National Cemetery, 
garm ents could not, with truth, be F ather had marked each grave with 
called “scanties” in 1863.

ceased on July 3rd, Mother and the 
children came home 
Before Cassie 
took off her bonnet she set yeast;

Every wounded 
m an who could walk found his way 
to the house when the odor of bak­ 
ing bread floated cut from the oven. 
They stood in line and took the hot 
loaves as Cassie drew them out. 
There was plenty of Government 
hard tack, but this ration was unob­ 
trusively conveyed to the pigs. 
In 
those days the farm ers’ wheat was 
ground into flour before it was sold, 
and twenty-five barrels of F ath er’s 
flour were in the store room in the 
barn. 
W hen Cassie would bake up 
one barrel, a hospital attendant 
would roll out a fresh one, until all 
were used. 
This was all the 1862 crop of 
wheat, and the growing grain in the 
fields was tramped down, so two 
years’ w heat was lost. They did try 
to cut the rem nant still standing in 
'63, and when the reaping m achine 
went out, every Confederate who 
could crawl to the barn doors was 
there to watch, for most of them 
had never seen one before. 
Children Carried Water to Wounded 
Mother was unable to keep the 
children away from the homesick 
soldiers. 
They would carve them 
toys—finger rings from buttons—and 
play 
with 
them 
endlessly. 
The 
children would trot to the well with 
canteens strung around their necks, 
carrying cold water to the men. 
When M other would go to the barn 
to take milk to the wounded, she 
would 
sometimes 
find 
a 
soldier 
asleep on the hay with a sleeping 
child on each arm. 
The children broke out with sores, 
were infested with vermin, and all 
of them had itch. 
Typhoid fever 
was rife among the civilian popula­ 
tion. 
Am putating a Soldier's Leg 
One day the surgeon in charge 
came to the house and told M other 
th at a Union soldier lying in a tent 
in the orchard would die if his leg 
was not cut off, but he would not 
consent to the operation. So M other 
went to see him and petted and 
coaxed, and finally promised th a t if 
he would subm it to the am putation, 
she would have him brought to the 
house and nurse him herself. 
So 
Frank Clarke submitted to the knife, 
and M other kept her promise.

was not a light promise to give, for 
long 
before 
Frank’s 
wound 
had 
healed, F ather and Mother had fol­ 
lowed two little coffins to the old 
M arsh Creek burying ground. 
Liz­ 
zie had succumbed to the heart 
ailment, and Willie a boy of five, had 
contracted blood poison from being 
about the wounded men. 
Frank Clarke got well, or at least 
well enough to be moved—against 
his vehement protest—to the G en­ 
eral Hospital near town. 
So when 
the surgeon’s back was turned, he 
hobbled away on his crutches and 
hitch-hiked back to the farm. 
He finally recovered and went back 
to his widowed m other in Michigan, 
but he was mindful of his am putated 
leg. and asked Father, when the 
bodies of the dead were to be moved 
to the National Cemetery later, to 
try to find it. 
W hen the graves 
were opened, Father searched, but 
could find no extra leg. 
Wounded Soldier Returns 
He came back to visit as at least 
twice after that. 
The first return 
was while I was too little to rem em ­ 
ber. but I was a t least four years 
old when he came the second time. 
Father was later than usual getting 
home from town one evening, and 
we could hear him 
talking 
with 
some one while he put away the 
horses. 
T hen we heard the tap of 
crutches on the brick walk, 
and 
with a shout th at 
“Frank Clarke 
had come!”, we rushed out to greet 
him. He had brught a gift for each 
of us. 
M other’s was a 
mahogany 
work box, mine was a china figure 
of a boy on a pony’. I set great store 
by this toy and grieved when it was 
broken. But the gift th at fell to my 
next older sister was my supreme 
delight. 
It was a box containing 
four fairy stories; Cinderella, Alad­ 
din and the Wonderful Lamp, The 
Three 
Bears 
and 
Tile 
Sleeping 
Beauty. 
T h at book opened a door 
to me th a t has never closed. 
As for F rank Clarke, he lived to 
be twice m arried, moved to Kansas, 
and my father visited him in 
his 
home there. 
He had two children, 
one called M argaret for my m oth­ 
er, the other one John for father. 
And this is one of the good stories 
out cf the m any sad ones th at came 
of those July days in 1863. 
Others came back for 
visits 
in 
later years. 
Two soldiers who had 
each had a leg am putated a t the 
hip, 
used 
to 
come 
with 
their 
butches, and run races—to our de­ 
light. 
Letters to the Parents 
Until after the surrender, no let­ 
ters could be gotten through 
the 
Confederate lines, but father noti­ 
fied the families of all the Union 
wounded who were brought to his 
place. 
Among many 
others, 
the 
sister of one badly wounded m an. 
Ellen 
Howard 
of 
Meriden, 
New 
Hampshire, started at once for G et­ 
tysburg. And on the train a stran g ­ 
er engaged her in conversation, ask­ 
ing if, should she find her brother 
dead, she had 
money 
enough 
to 
bring the hotly home. She had not, 
and he opened his purse and handed 
her forty dollars. The brother had 
died before she arrived. 
Burial of the Soldiers 
The Federal soldiers who were 
buried at our place were later re ­ 


did the same for the Confederates, 
and there were two long rows of 
these graves in a sunny corner of 
the orchard, carefully tended until 
they 
were removed to Richmond 
about 1875. Had the families of the 
Union dead at Gettysburg been able 
to forsee the peaceful and lovely 
National Cemetery later established 
there, no doubt many more of the 
fallen would have been left to rest 
in this shrine. 
A Story of Valor 
Over 
on 
the 
battlefield, 
near 
Spangler’s spring, a Lieut. Penman 
had been wounded, and lying in the 
sun, suffered terribly from thirst. 
Nearby, lying down to escape the 
bullets, was a Confederate soldier. 
Lieut. Perm an offered the soldier 
forty dollars—all the money in his 
pocket—for water. The Confederate 
crawled off to the spring and brought 
back his canteen full. 
Then he 
bound 
up 
the 
officer’s 
bleeding 
wound, contriving a tourniquet with 
his bayonet. 
The sun was blister­ 
ing, and the wounded m an offered 
the soldier his gold w’atch if he 
could get him into the shade. The 
soldier hoisted him to his shoulders 
and started, but twice the Lieuten­ 
an t fainted and fell off, and each 
time the Confederate lay dowm be­ 
side him till he had recovered, then 
started again. 
And finally they 
reached the shelter of a tree. Lieut. 
Perm an was nursed back to health 
by Miss Mary Witherow in G ettys­ 
burg, whom he later m arried. 


I 
The Catholic Sisters from Em- 
m ittsburg rendered wonderful serv- j 
ice as nurses in Gettysburg, where 
the churches were opened as hos­ 
pitals. 
A Bag of Salt 
After the battle, a group of the 
retreating Confederates stopped in 
a strip of woods a little way beyond 
Grandm other 
Scott’s 
to 
prepare 
breakfast. They had killed a sheep 
and had preparations well under 
way when the pursuing Federals 
began dropping shells uncomfortably 
near; so it appeared wiser to the 
pursued to go. and go breakfastless. 
Two farm ers of the vicinity, learning 
of the uneaten food, went out to 
take cognizance. They found much 
more than they could carry away, 
among other things, a bag of salt. 
Salt had grown scarce, and both 
men wanted it. They concluded to 
go home and come back with their 


wagons. In the meanwhile, a woman 
cf the neighborhood whose husband 
was In the army iearned of the bag 
of salt 
arui sent a (at.* 
with a 
wheelbarrow to get it 
The two farm ers camp back with 
their teams, and each noted that 
the salt was missing. 
Each man 
thought his neighbor had doubie- 
crossed him. and for years these 
two men eyed each other w'ith sus­ 
picion and dislike. 
A Confederate Deserter 
At the withdrawal of the Confed­ 
erates, all able to walk were ordered 
to leave. This took the doctors and 
nurses as well as many who could 
barely travel. After they were gone 
Father noted a mere stripling with 
his head down on the meadow gate 
crying as if his heart would break. 
When F ather asked the cause of 
his grief, he sobbed out th a t “Our 
men are gone and now the Yankees 
will kill me.” 
F ather was a com­ 
forting person. 
He assured the boy 
th at he wouldn't be killed, th a t there 
was food in Pennsylvania and it 
wasn’t at all a bad place to be 
Months later when the incident had 
quite gone from his mind, he re­ 
ceived a letter from this boy; 
“Mr 
Cunningham , 
w hat you 
told 
me 
about the Yankees is true—I’m in 1 
the Union army now.” 
Where the Grandparents Lived 
To make clear the location of 
farm s here mentioned, our place is 
now owned by Edward Scott, near 
the 
Gettysburg 
water 
company 
pumping 
station; 
Grandm other 
Scott’s was the next farm above, 
where 
Harvey 
Scott 
now 
lives. 
G randfather 
John 
C unningham ’s 
farm was the one now owned by 
Luther Scott, about l ‘L* miles west 
of Greenmount. 
Some ten years after the battle, 
a livery’ team came to our door with 
a gentlem an who introduced him ­ 
self as Col. M cFarland of H arris­ 
burg. 
He had lost a leg in the 
Gettysburg Battle and this was his 
first visit back to the field. He had 
been in an Infantry Regiment, and 
on th at first day of July when the 
Union 
Army 
were 
m arched 
on 
double quick time from Frederick to 
Gettysburg, they had passed a farm 
where a lady stood by the roadside 
with two brimming buckets of milk, 
and her hands full of tin cups. Col. 
M cFarland had gotten one of those 


cups of milk, and in all his life 
nothing had ever tasted so good. 
He had asked the lady’s name, and 
had been told it was Cunningham. 
Now he had come back to find and 
thank her. 
Mother was sure she 
had given no milk to soldiers that 
first day of July, she had been too 
busy witii her sick child; and our 
house was not along the line of 
march. 
So Father told Col. Mc­ 
Farland to send the livery team 
back to town and the two of them 
would see if it might have been my 
Uncle Francis Cunningham ’s wife. 
My uncle lived at the old home 
place. 
Aunt Emily remembered the in­ 
cident 
perfectly. 
I 
suppose 
the 
Emmitsburg road grew’ too con­ 
gested, and some infantry had been 
deployed via the Bull Frog Road, to 
a road connecting again with the 
Emmitsburg 
Road at the 
Peach 
Orchard. 
This road passed G rand­ 
father’s farm . Aunt Emily and Col. 
McFarland both remembered that 
he had asked directions of her, and 
also asked about taking guidance of 
a man sitting on a horse nearby. 
Aunt Emily said, “Don't trust him, 
he is a ‘Copper Head.’ ” 
Col. McFarland Becomes a Florist 
Col. M cFarland had established a 
florist business in Harrisburg, which 
business is, I think still carried on 
by his son. 
For some years after the War, 
Father had a negro boy. named 
Anthony Jackson, to help with the 
farm work. His brother, Billy, lived 
at my Uncle’s Just over the hill. The 
two boys were eager to be together 
after the day's work was done, but 
neither would cross the hill alone 
after dark for fear of the Confed­ 
erate soldiers buried in the orchard. 
Both averred that they could hear 
chains rattling up there. 
Father j 
assured them that these men had 
no chains when they were buried, j 
“Well they didn’t know- where the j 
dead men got ’em, but they knowed 
they had 'em now!” 
Story of Two Telegraph Operator* 
My M other’s cousin, John Scott, 
together with his son, Hugh, were 
the Telegraph Operators in G ettys­ 
burg ut the time of the Battle. 
These two men kept at their post 
giving news of the enemy advance, 
until 
a 
watching 
friend 
warned 
them that the town was actually in 
Confederate 
hands. 
Then 
they 


slipped out to a nearby alley, where 
a horse and buggy were waiting, and 
left to* ii by an unguarded road 
The two men had scarcely crossed 
the thorough limits alien a Con­ 
federate officer came to the Scott 
home and demanded of Mrs. Scott 
the whereabouts of the telegraph 
operators. 
M artha Scott had been 
trained to speak the truth, but this 
was her husband and her first-born 
son. 
She 
answered 
without 
a 
m om ent’s 
hesitation, 
“They 
left 
town two hours and a half ago.” She 
had scarcely made this reply when 
an inner door opened and her sister, 
Miss Mary McAllister, came into the 
room. 
The officer asked Mary the 
same question, and she, with the 
same promptness, said. “They have 
been gone two hours and a half.” 
These 
conscientious 
Christian 
women believed until they died that 
God had put these replies into their 
mouths, and always spoke of their 
answers as "A providential lie." 
Judge Stewart’s Diploma Started 
Fire 
Another relative of our family was 
young John Stewart, later one of 
Pennsylvania’s 
Supreme 
Court I 
Judges. 
He had recently completed 
his law studies, and he and h is ; 
young wife had started housekeep­ 
ing in Chambersburg where he had 
been chosen Chief Burgess. 
The 


day of the burning of Chambers­ 
burg, the Stewarts were away from 
home 
When the ransom demanded 
by the Confederates was not forth­ 
coming, arui ti lr* threat to burn the 
town wax about to be carried out, a 
squad broke into the Stewart house, 
took John Stew art’s Princeton Dip­ 
loma out of its frame in the library, 
and used it to light the fire. It was a 
harmless flourish to start the burn­ 
ing with this bit of parchment, and 
with this house.

* Who Stayed in Texas” is a pe­ 
culiarly useful book right now. 
It 
tells the story of an Instance in 
which 
perfect understanding has 
been established between Jew and 
Gentile; of an American city where 
a man and his service to his com­ 
m unity have been judged wholly 
upon their worth 
The m an is Rabbi 
Henry Cohen and the city is G al­ 
veston, Tex. 
Henry Cohen is an English Jew. 
He began social w'ork as a boy, and 
had a knack for making himself 
useful and liked. People really liked 
being helped by him, too. 
He had 
humor, cleverness, endurance and 
knew the spirit of adventure, be­ 
cause it. w'as born in him. 
The boy went to South Africa, 
and almost got himself killed by a 
native. He returned to London, com­ 
pleted his studies, and went out to 
Jam aica as spiritual leader of a 
divided flock 
He found it difficult 
to reconcile the Spanish and the 
Askenazim, or eastern European ele­ 
ments, and went to New York with 
the idea of going on to London. But 
he had a “call” to Woodville, Miss., 
and he went there on impulse.
